The new University of Windsor has its roofs firmly 
planted in the traditions which nourished Assumption 
College when its doors were first opened by the Basil ian 
Fathers on February 10, 1857. Affiliation with Western 
University, London, Ontario in 1919, changed Assump¬ 
tion’s old curricula from a preparatory for admittance to 
seminaries into an integral part of the University's Fa¬ 
culty of Arts and Sciences, Co-education came to the 
campus with the arrival of Holy Names College in 
1950, University status was achieved in 1953, Essex 
College three years later with its facilities in Memorial 
Science, the Annex, and the Essex College Engineering 
Building affiliated with the University Coliege physically 
present in Dillon Hall. An Anglican Liberal Arts College, 
Canterbury College next joined the University in 1957. 
The addition of a new library and the University Centre 
marked the coming of age for Assumption University.

With Cody Hall, 
the Men's Residence satisfactorily equipped to 
handle the male students, the attention has 
turned to the completion of the addition to Electa 
Hall, Women's Residence. On the other side of 
the campus the sound of drills, cranes and other 
machines lay the foundations of the Essex Col¬ 
lege addition. Mounds of earth and debris strew 
the once neat concrete walks and green lawns 
of the grounds. With the financial obligations 
of Assumption University escaping the means 
of the Basilian Fathers, it was decided for the 
sake of progress and improvement of facilities, 
that the government should take over the re¬ 
sponsibility of the new University. This it did 
on July 1, 1963 and the University of Windsor 
came Into being. Although this new organiza¬ 
tion seems to be in organized confusion, this is

REGISTRATION 


The University of Windsor traces its origin to the inception of 
Assumption College, which opened its doors on February 10, 
1859. In 1938, it became co-educational and in 1953, it ended 
its affiliation with the University of Western Ontario and became 
an independent institution. In 1956, under the direction of two 
Boards, it adopted the title of Assumption University of Windsor, 
and in 1962 with the amalgamation of the two Boards, it be¬ 
came the University of Windsor. Thus, the University of Windsor, 
while new in its foundation and charter, is already old in its 
traditions and experience. This year, as the first full year of the 
University of Windsor, there was an increase in enrolment of 
588 undergraduates, 5 postgraduates and 48 non - degree 
students. One tradition which U. of W. accepts with “a grain of 
salt” is that of Registration, with all its activitiy, as depicted here.
